In early spring of 1976, a program to form a volunteer Fire Dept. 
was begun. With a dozen men signed up, a training program was start- 
ed. 

A 1952 G.M.C. Military truck previously acquired by the town and 
equipped with a tank and portable pump is the beginning.

A 
request for another smaller unit has been made, and is assured as soon 
as we have a building to house it. 

A building program is well underway, with a (Buy a Block) sale 
and gaining. It is hoped that a building can be raised and ready before 
Fall of 1977 thus having Fire cover year round. 

We had several fire calls in the town before we got going. We 
were fortunate to have cover from Farmington Fire Dept. Two calls 
were covered by our own Dept. a brush fire and an oll burner out of 
order. No damage on either fire. 

Many thanks go out to the Ladies of the Town for all their efforts 
on behalf of the Fire and Police Depts. 

To the Farmington and Alton Fire Dept. for their Support, and for 
Farmington Fire Dept. for their training sessions and encouragement. 

It, is hoped that this year will see a strong group In this Dept. 

There is a lot to be done, I’m sure we have the talent to do it. Do 
we have the wills?

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RURAL DISTRICT HEALTH COUNCIL 
ANNUAL REPORT 1976 


The past year has seen an increase in services provided by the 
RDHC. As the federal government continues to shortentthe length of 
time allowed the patient to stay in the hospital there is an increased 
need for health care in the home. The RDHC continues to qualify as 
a certified home health agency, implementing procedures to continue to 
provide quality care. 

This is the third year the agency has supported the Referral Co- 
ordinator at Frisbie Memorial Hospital. Mrs. Marie Dexter, R.N. is 
seeing an increased need and recieving more referrals from doctors, 
nurses and families for home health care after hospital stay. 

The Council continues to provide home health aide service 
through the contract of the Strafford County Home Health Aide 
Association. And also with the resignation of Joan Menez, to further 
her education, the Council hired two part time home health aides 
in order to cover the area more economically. Gail LaRosa who 
covers the areas of Farmington, Milton, Middleton and New Durham, 
while Roberta LaFrenier covers the Northwood, Nottingham, Deerfield, 
Barrington and Strafford areas. This enables the Council to better 
utilize the professional staff while continuing to provide quality care. 

The agencie’s priority is skilled nursing service, but the agency 
Staff conducts adult screening clinics monthly in Northwood, Farm— 
ington and this past year started a program at the Milton Heaith Cen— 
ter with a case load of 221. With 38 cases referred for further treat— 
ment. This has proven to be a needed service. 

The staff also participates in the after care program in coopera- 
tion with the Strafford Guidance Center and Seacoast Counseling 
Center. Twice a month the Strafford Guidance holds group couns!l- 
ing at the office, and because transportation is such a problem this 
has been a great help to the patients. 

This year with the nationwide immunization program for the Swine 
flu the council organized two clinics regionally to cover it’s member 
towns. This involved many hours of planning and organizing for the 
clinic manager, but both clinics were a great success, with 1,139 
immunized at the Farmington clinic and 663 at the Northwood clinic. 

The Maternal Child Health Program is a very active one providing 
physical examinations, immunizations and dental care for children 0-6 
yrs. enrolled in the Wel! Child Clinics. The agency staff also provides 
home visiting to the patients of the Strafford County Prenatal and 
Family Planning, and the Exeter Area Family Planning program. 

The strength of the Council lies in the efficiency and dedication 
of it’s staff. With the resignation of Cynthia Blood, Myrtle Walsh and 
Lucy Myers within the year the Council has been very fortunate to add 
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to their staff Mary Timmons, R.N. and Joann Pearson, R.N., B.S.N. 
Members of the professional staff are Mrs. Ardala Houle, R.N., Super- 
visor Director, Miss Arlene Thorne, R.N. Assist. supervisor and 
Maternal Child Health nurse, Mrs. Marie Dexter, R.N. Referral Coor- 
dinator, Mrs. Barbara Drew, R.N., Mrs. Mary Timmons, R.N., Mrs. 
Joann Pearson, R.N., B.S.N., Mrs. Kathleen Hansen RPT. The office 
duties are handled with ease by Mrs. Norma Davis and Mrs. Eleanor 
Eaton. 

As a result of the Inflationary times and increase in services 
provided, it has been necessary, therefore, to increase the per capita 
request from each town to $1.35 to enable the Council to continue to 
provide these greatly needed services. 

During the past year the Council has made 245 home visits and 
45 Well Child visits with a grand total of 290 for the town of Middleton.

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REPORT OF DISTRICT FIRE CHIEF AND 
TOWN FOREST FIRE WARDEN 


Since its beginning in 1893, the State Forestry Department has 
recognized the fact that forest fire prevention and Suppression Is a 
State and town or city responsibility. Local authorities recommend 
names of persons to the State Forester, who appoints one person as 
town or city fire warden and several other persons as town or city 
deputy fire wardens to a three year term. 

The local forest fire warden controls the kindling of all outside 
flres, when the ground is not covered with snow, by issuing a written 
permit for kindling a fire. Permits are only issued at such times and 
in such places as the fire warden deems as safe, 

The State Forest Fire Service trains the local forest fire organ- 
ization in modern forest fire prevention and suppression tactics. The 
State also provides backup personnel and equipment for Suppression 
and prevention activities. 

The combination of State and local forces has resulted in one 
of the smallest acreage loss due to forest fires in the United States 
for the past 20 years.

One of the most far-reaching laws to be passed in recent years in 
terms of the impact it will have on local school district budgets is 
P.L. 94-142. This Federal law requires that each school district 
will file an individual plan denoting how handicapped children will 
be educated either within or on a tuition basis outside of the district. 
In addition, the district will be responsible for the submission of an 
Individual pupil plan which will specify the educational program for 
each child. P.L. 94-142, in conjunction with RSA 186 has important 
implications for school districts across the state. Middleton, while 
a small school district, will still feel the financial impact of this 
legislation. 


Our schools, as is the case in all areas of our society, must be 
constantly reviewed so that improvements can be made whenever 
possible. | am quite pleased to report that the Farmington School 
Board has included the following new positions in the 1977-78 
school budget; Elementary Guidance Counselor, Part-time Elemen— 
tary Physical Education teacher, Part-time Elementary Music teacher 
and a Special Education teacher. These positions, if approved by the 
voters at the school district meeting, will help to expand and im— 
prove the education of our children considerably. In addition to 
these changes, | have met with the elementary teachers and together, 
we are working to improve the Reading curriculum. Desplte the 
positive directions indicated by these changes, much remains to be 
accomplished in our schools. However, | am convinced that effective 
leadership exists and that with the passage of time, we will see con— 
siderable progress. 


In closing, | wish to thank the School Board members, pupils and 
citizens of Middleton for the cooperation and support received this 
year, my first as your Superintendent of Schools. | will make every 
effort to continue the effective leadership you have received in the 
past.
